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Parents received a warning 
this week—one that should be 
heeded. 

The city’s settling basin, 
which in this light must be 
considered a very necessary 
evii, is an ever-present danger 
to small children during the 
rainy season. 

This settling basin, south of 
East Grandview avenue, is 
used for collecting water. At 
times the water in the separate 
settling basins is from .six to 
eight feet deep. 

Children of from five to eight 
years old have been found play¬ 
ing in this water settling area, 
a fact that gives city officials 
a scare. 

These kids could so easily 
drown just as they hove 
drowned in water-filled sump 
holes in other parts of the 
county. 

This area is surrounded by a 
stone fence, and its entrances 
are designated and chained. 
The signs read "Keep Out." But 
whert good does a sign do a 
child that cannot read. 

Obviously, the settling basin 
cannot be closed. We depend 
upon it for water. 

But parents could use some 
care in seeing that their chil¬ 
dren do not use this ground as 
a play area. 

Keep them out! We do not 
want a tragedy in Sierra 
Madre!

started. 

Conducted by Edison’s engi¬ 
neering department, required 
field work for the survey is 
expected to be completed with¬ 
in a month. 

Mr. Green indicated that a 
phase of the work will entail 
the mapping of every light 
post on Sierra Madre. 

“A great many requests for 
tills type of survey in South¬ 
ern California cities have been 
received in recent years due to 
population Increase s,” Mr. 
Green commented. “With the 
increase of populations, citi¬ 
zens need additional lighting.” 

C. O. Wedberg, district man¬ 
ager for the Edison Company, 
said that this intensive survey, 
which will include every inter¬ 
section of Sierra Madre, would 
be made at no cost to the city.

Mr. Sullwold pointed out 
that if we did make official 
notice of the Chincse-Rods, we 
would be able lo exert far 
more influence on what goes 
on in China than vve can now 
do. 

“As it is, we have no official 
entry into the country. And we 
can’t gain anything by delay¬ 
ing,” he said. 

In calling for realistic think¬ 
ing concerning the Chine.se sit¬ 
uation, Mr. Sullwold cautioned 
Kiwanians not to consider the 
Communist regime a mere 
"passing phase” in China’s his¬ 
tory. 

“ It is far more than that,” 
he declared. “It is the culmina¬ 
tion of a social revolution 
which began back in 1929.” 

Citing the ineptilude and in¬ 
efficiency of the Nationalist 
government under Generalissi¬ 
mo Chiang Kai Shek, Mr. Sull- 
wold said most of the Chinese 
held this viewpoint: 

“Nothing could be worse 
than what we now have; let’s 
give Communism a try.” 

Most enthusiastic advocates 
of the social revolution which 
ended when the Chinese Reds 
marched into Shanghai were 
college students and soldiers. 
These groups wholeheartedly 
accepted the now regime. 

“Some of the more mature 
students, however, are now not 
as enthusiastic as they were a 


few months ago.” (Mr. Sull¬ 
wold left Shanghai in Septem¬ 
ber, having experienced four 
months under Red control.) 

He criticized the weakness of 
the Nationalist government, re¬ 
lating how rapidly its forces 
collapsed as the Communists 
approached. 

Morale of the Nationalist 
armies was very low, accord¬ 
ing lo the speaker. Discipline 
and honor were lacking among 
the soldiers, and they deserted 
in large numbers to the Red 
ranks. 

Mr. Sullwold said many stu¬ 
dents of the China problem 
feel an eventual split will oc¬ 
cur in the Communist ranks. 
As Russians move in to help 
set up the new governmental 
bureaucracy, the Chinese will 
resent it and want to retain 
only Chinese Rods as leaders. 

"The issue will bo whether 
China or Russia will rule,” ho 
said. 

Chairman of the day was 
Past President Dr. Earl Gos- 
sard. Only guest at the Tues¬ 
day meeting was Dr. Reynold 
Pease.

When the service was used 
in the city before, owners had 
complained that they were not 
properly notified, and pets 
were unnecessarily destroyed. 

Councilmcm William A. Kin* 
ney declared that there is "con¬ 
fusion in use of the Park 
House." 

To cleor up this confusion he 
proposed a plan, still to be 
adopted by the Council, which 
would set up a schedule for 
its use. 

Under his proposal, use of 
the Park House would be au¬ 
thorised by the Council or by 
the public works admlnistrot- 
or, and days allotted. All keys 
will be withdrawn from circu¬ 
lation with only three avail¬ 


able lor use of scheduled 
groups. All organizations using 
the House would be resi>onsi- 
ble for damage and cleaning 
up alter use. 

Costs of maintaining the 
House for organizational use 
would be charged. This would 
include overtime put in by the 
park superintendent. 

Kinney also suggested that 
the city engineer look into the 
possibility of making tempor¬ 
ary repairs on the Canyon Bath 
House so that it could be put 
into operation next season. He 
pointed out that a termite re¬ 
port revealed that cost of full 
rehabilitation would exceed 
$ 1100 . 

A check will also be made 
to see if a light can be placed 
outside the Youth Hut.

Councilman Kinney suggesed 
that a plaque bearing the 
names of Sierra Madre service¬ 
men who lost their lives in 
World War II be placed in 
some appropriate place, pos¬ 
sibly the Park House. Attorney 
Noren Eaton, however, pointed 
out that the Kiwanis Club al¬ 
ready had this project in mind. 
The club has planned, he said, 
to commemorate the war dead 
with a memorial hall al; the 
new library building. 

..Councilman Henry Korsmeier, 
during the Council meeting, 
told Contractor Harold Spears 
that his bond money wouldn't 
be returned until street devel¬ 
opment of his tract on East 
Grandview avenue met city 
specifications. 

A letter from City Engineer 
Fred Pack was read which sold 
that the Spears' new street. 
Sycamore place, provided in¬ 
adequate drainage and was 
never approved by the city en- 
gineer. Pack recommended that 
return oi the bond "be held 
up." 

"There's nothing we can do 
until the city's requirements 
are met," Korsmeier said. 

Tlio slight audicncp at the 
meeting got a laugh when the 
Planning Commission’s loiter 
was read recommending an or¬ 
dinance banning service sta¬ 
tions and garages from using 
.sidewalks and parkways for 
parking areas. 

‘‘I know who Ihe instigator 
of that was,’’ said Mayor Mil- 
ton Steinherger. "But the 
trouble’s been all eliminated.” 

(He was referring to the 
Chevron station at Auburn and 
Sierra Madre boulevard. He 
owns the property.) 

"You can pass a law, but I 
can’t sec where you’ll get any¬ 
where,” the mayor said. 

T. Guy Cornyn, city attorney, 
said: “I don’t think there’s any¬ 
thing personal in it. 

“It’s now a police matter— 
no new law is necessary. But 
we’ll wait until after April be¬ 
fore we arrest the Mayor.” 

"Refer to the police depart¬ 
ment, and I’ll see the chief 
tonight,” said the mayor. 

The Council approved pur¬ 
chase of pipes and equipment 
for the water department to 
repair pumps Nos. 2 and 3. 
Cost $415. 

H. K. Pottenger of 520 Vz Au- 
Auburn Way In the Canyon 
asked the Council to adequate¬ 
ly repair the foot bridge across 
the wash south of the swim¬ 
ming pool, but the Council 
asked: Whose bridge is it? The 
Flood Control's? No one knew, 
so it was referred to the city 
engineer. 

Referred to the mayor was 
a letter from Albin V. Carl.son 
of 471 Foothill avenue asking 
for a job as member of either 
Planning Commisson or the 
Library Board.
